PEACE REIGNS IN COLOMBIA. 

rartlaalMS mt tlie KeMst R«l>elUoa as 
FawalalMd br 0«Mr»l R««(lfo. 

Wamuxoton, May 36.— General Julio 
Rengifo, commander of the southern 
wiu;< of the Colombi.in army iu the 
revolution just closed, returned here 
yesterday to renume his p«>sition as 
charge d'affaires of Colombia. Ha 
briu^t interesting particulars of the 
bloody struggle, concerning which the 
reports have been very maager thus far. 
The contending armies nnmbered about 
40,000 men. the killed and wonnded 
were very heavy. 

General Renj^o says the rebellion 
had its inception among a set of dissatis- 
fied radicals, at the head of whom was 
General Sautosn Costa. He was cap- 
tured at the outset but his colleagues. 
Generals Pedro Piusun, Roderignes, 
Rnis, Guttcrres and Yecipt itentoe took 
the field with an armv of 14.000 men. 
They secured arms- through Veneauela 
although not with the goremment's as- 
sistance. Thnr had MannUcher and 
Remington rifles, heavy ordiaanoe and 
machine guns. The government armv 
numbered 86,000 men, equally well 
equipped. 

Thedediive battle ooonned atSiso, 
in the north. The rebels had S,600 and 
the government 3,000 men. The killed 
exceeded 1,000, the rebel dead being 
over 800. 

Oeneral Rengifo says peace is fully 
restored and that the oonutry is again 

tranquil. 

Keterring to the reporte that he would 
present to the state department Colum- 
bia's claim to the Mosquito country iu 
Nicaragua, General Rengifo said he had 
been so busy with military operations 
that he had not read tlie instructions of 
the govurniiieiit and did not know that 
the claim would be mad(!. There is lit- 
tle that (Mjuld be broii^jht to the atten- 
tion ot the iJmt«d btatus beyoud a pro- 
test against Nioaragoa's assnrrtoo of 
rights. •

A Coart Oeelalon That WUI Affvct MIUIom 
of Oetlaie. 

Ci.Kvp.T,.^^NO, May 2ft.— Judge Ricks 
Kitting in the United States court yes- 
terday handed down a decision which 
ostablislius an important precedent aud 
indirectly iilTects millions of dollars 
Worth of municipal bonds issued on the 
autlionty of special legislation and not 
authorized by a popular vote of thepeo- 
p.e living in the town or tity by wbidl 
the bonds are issued. 

The case was that of the German- 
American Investment company of New 
York, against the city of Youngstown, 
O. The Investment company was the 
highest bidder for !j!l8«,000 worth of 
water bonds authorized by the city ntl- 
ministration, and afterward approved 
by a special act of the legislature. 
Later, the InvcstiuentTfompany refused 
to accept the bonds on the ground that 
they were not anthoriaed by a two- 
thirds vote of the lU'ticens of Youngs- 
town, as required 1^ tlie statutes of 
Oliio. The case was then taken iuto 
court by the Investment company suing 
the city of Youngstown to recover |8, 
800 depoaited as a bond. 

The court decides in favor of the In- 
vestment company, and holds thst the 
eltj had not met with the requirements 
of the constitution, and that the gcu 
eral assembly In passing an act giving 
Yjun^town antnority to issue bonds, 
had violated that part of the oonstitu- 
tion, which says the general assembly 
shall i^ass no special act conferring 
corporate i>owers. Bonds issued with 
out u two-thirds vote of the people are 
practi': illy declared to be wortliless. 

It lb uid that millions of dollars 
worth of ootids have been issued by 
various towns and cities throughout the 
state which will be affected by this do 
cisiou. Another phaM of the case i< 
thc pvjssibility of such bonds beinx r 
deemed. Such redemption could be re- 
Ktraincd liy any ta.x payer on the gi'ouii'l 
that the act by winch they Were issu<:d 
wail uucoustitulioual.

Wlien the panic became 
Kciicral all kinds o( nioni'V were lioardcrl with- 
out (llscrlminrttloii, because nnniy persons 
feared that nil liiiHiieial institutions might be 
rained, and in nnr< hi imk alarm tbcy tbotiglit 
that any kind of money would be safer than a 
bank account. When the bill repi iilin); tli 
•ilver purcbating clatise of the Sherman net

This would caiise an immediate contrac- 
tion (if loans and a Reneral tinancial panle would 
inevitably ensue : business would tbeu be para 
lyzeil once more and another SSaSOB Of Mdiasity 
would be upon us. 

Those who wish to see better prices for all 
commodities must remember that the consuming 
power of the people depends on their earnings. 
The depression which vlways follows a panic 
throws many persons out ot employment and 
for a long time after the panic many remain un 
employed. We are now slowly recovering from 
tbe panic ol 1898 ; every month tbe ooiuomlng 
power of the people IneKasss. Let this consum 
ing power steadily grow and it will soon catch 
np with any temporary excess of the world's 
supply of commodities, and thtia snrely and 
safely produce higher prices. Check this con- 
suming power by a panic, and a vut increase In 
tbe number of the unemployed will deprea 
prices more than free ooinage of sUver can raise 
tbem. 

Free coinage of silver l>y the concurrent action 
of tbe great nations would, we believe, be of de> 
cided advantage to tbe world. « « « 

Free coinage of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 by
